It would appear that certainly so 


early us about A. P. 750 spaces of 


oiiiul adjoining churches were inclos- 


ed ami consiiTati'd for Imrlul. and by a 
enuon of the ninth century cve.y grave 
was to foe estot'tuet' sacred, 1 j be adorn- 
ed with the sign of the cross and to be 
preserved from trespass and \iolation 
by dogs and cattle. Many churchyard* 
have a history far older tlma the 
churches which stand In tht-m, being 
originally places appropriated to reli- 
gions assemblies, divine service being 
performed there, until at length the 
church was added for greater honor 
«ud convenience. 


It lias been noted as a curious fact 


that In a lartie majority of cases the 
church.vurds are on the north side of 
tlit- church and on the north side of 
the road leading to them. There Is a 
Kuperctltlon niiiouj: many old Insb- 
loni'd folk that the north side of the 
churchyard Is less sacred than tl.e 
rot 
of tl«> consecrated ground. "To 


t>e burled there," wrote Duraiulus. tlie 
jrreat fourti-eutb century erclosiastie. 
"is. lu the language of the easteru 
countries, to be hurled out of sauctu- 
iiry." Hence the position was largely 
appropriated to tlie craves of suicides, 
unhaptizfd
